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Citizens’ Committee 
Reports on School Sites 


In response to community in- 
terest, concerning the economic 
advisibility of having six school 
sites in Albany, rather than the 
present five, the Albany Citizens’ 
Advisory Committee has made 
the following observations: 


1. The five-site plan would re- 
quire the use of Cornell School 
as a middle school. Cornell 
School would be satisfactory for 
a middle school site only if a 
large paro2l of additional land 
were acquired—as middle school- 
age children need a larger ex- 
panse of space for physical ac- 
tivities. 

2. Acquisition of additional land 
at Cornell and Marin Schools 
would be costly. Since homes in 
Albany generally range from 
$16,000 to $45,000, the specific 
price would depend upon which 
homes were to be acquired. Since 
all adjoining property is devel- 
oped, and there are no vacant 
lots next to schools, expansion in 
this direction would be expensive. 


Albany School 
Tax Increase? 


The 10-cent increase in the 
earthquake safety override tax, 
plus increases in hospital cover- 
age for Albany School District 
employees, and the legislative 
mandate of unemployment insur- 
ance for all classified employes, 
may result in a 14.7 cent tax in- 
crease in the Albany. Unified 
School District’s 1972-73 budget, 
according to tentative budget 
figures submitted to the School 
Board last week by School Super- 
intendent Kenneth Forry.

!showed a $157,000 increase over 


last year’s budget. The increased 
figure includes $13,000 for a busi- 
ness manager, a new position in 
the school district which has not 
been filled as yet.

Teachers’ salaries and supplies 
were cut by $31,000 in the tenta- 
tive budget, which Forry said 
will likely undergo rigorous ex- 
amination and alteration in the 
coming months, before it is given 
final approval by the Board of 
Education,

3. The land at Feeny Field is 
already owned by the Albany 
Unified School District, and there 
would be no time lost in acquisi- 
tion by either negotiation or con- 
demnation.

The cost of construction is going 
up approximately 10 to 12 per- 
cent per year, and any savings 
in other plans would soon be off- 
set by higher interest costs.

5. There is already a shortage 
of homes in Albany, and the six 
campus, plan does not require the 
removal of any homes.

7. Since almost four acres of 
Feeny Field are not used regular- 
ly, there would be sufficient 
ground area for the construction 
of a one-story ‘‘middle school.’ 
This would mean a savings of ap-

What made this game so un- 
usual was—all of the players 
were blind, the softball made a 
sharp ‘‘beeping® rioise as it trav- 
eled troyn tlie pitcher to the caich- 
er, and the bases also cmitted 
their own individual tones! 

A year ago this experimental 
game would have been impos- 
sible, but thanks to the ingenuity 
of the Telephone Company’s Pio- 
neers, a club composed of both 
active and retired employees who 
have worked for the company at 
least 20 years, blind youngsters 
(and adults) can now take part 
in the ‘national pastime’’—base- 
ball. 

A Telephone Pioneer in Den- 
ver, Colo., designed the beeping 
softball, so a blind person could 
hit it. However, it wasn't until 
San Francisco Pioneers designed 
and built the beeping bases, and 
Pioneer Ralph Rock, a Pacific 
Telephone craftsman, created 
special rules, that an actual con- 
test for blind youths became 
possible, 


The San Francisco Council of | 


the George S. Ladd Chapter of 
Telephone Pioneers has worked 
closely with blind organizations 
during the past few months, in 
hopes of forming a Saturday 
leagte. 

Last winter, trials were held 
at the San Francisco Hall of Jus- 
tice, to see how easily the blind 
youngsters could hit a beeping 
softball. Some hit the first pitch, 
while others had to make a few 
tries before making contact with 
the ball. 

“You should have seen the} 
look on the faces of these blind 
youngsters when their bat hit 
that softball,” said one observer. 

As for the details of the game 
—the field is somewhat fan 
shaped, and a sighted pitcher 
alerts the sightless batter when 
the ball is underway. That is} 
just about all the help the play- 
ers need. 

If the batter hits the ball, ‘he 
walks towards the beeping base. 
If he reaches the base before the 
fielder locates and picks up the 
ball—he scores a run. If he 
hasn’t reached the base by the 
time the fielder controls the ball, 
he is out!

Sighted people help with the 
game. They are: a pitching um- 
pire, catcher assistanis, fielding 
assistants and a game base con- 
troller. 

During the “warm-up” the 
piayers in the field are encour- 
aged to “talk it up,” hit their 
gloves, and go through the same 
maneuvers regular baseball play- 
ers do—but only until tne Game 
Base Controller sounds a horn, 
which is the signal to the specta- 
tors ard the players to be quiet. 

Due to the fact that hearing 
the beeping ball and the sound 
bases is the object of the game, 
spectators must observe com- 
plete silence during the play. 
However, when the players hit 
and/or locate the ball and the 
base, then the spectators are al- 
lowed to cheer the players.
